History  of  the  Coin 

In  1905  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  began  an  extensive  cor¬ 
respondence  with  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  one  of  America’s  most 
prominent  sculptors.  President  Roosevelt,  a  student  of  art  and  history, 
admired  the  high-relief  sculptured-appearing  coins  of  ancient  Greek 
times  and  encouraged  Saint-Gaudens  to  prepare  American  coin  designs 
with  a  similar  degree  of  fine  artistry. 

During  the  next  year  Saint-Gaudens  prepared  a  series  of  proposals  for 
various  coin  denominations,  with  emphasis  on  the  large  $20  gold  issues. 
In  U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage  Don  Taxay  relates  [cf.  p. 312 ]  that  President 
Roosevelt  received  Saint-Gaudens’  double  eagle  model  designs  enthusi¬ 
astically  and  wrote  to  the  sculptor  as  follows: 

My  Dear  Saint-Gaudens: 

Those  models  are  simply  immense  —  if  such  a  slang  way  of  talking  is 
permissible  in  reference  to  giving  a  modern  nation  one  coinage  at  least 
which  shall  be  as  good  as  that  of  the  ancient  Greeks.  I  have  instructed 
the  Director  of  the  Mint  that  these  dies  are  to  be  reproduced  just  as 
quickly  as  possible  and  just  as  they  are.  It  is  simply  splendid.  I  suppose 
I  shall  be  impeached  for  it  in  Congress,  but  I  shall  regard  that  as  a  very 
cheap  payment! 

With  heartiest  regards. 

(signed)  Theodore  Roosevelt 

The  new  Saint-Gaudens  designs  were  transferred  to  working  dies.  It 
was  learned  that  it  took  nine  blows  on  the  172-ton  hydraulic  press  to 
fully  bring  up  the  spectacular  relief  on  the  first  coins.  How  many  were 
struck'  The  records  are  not  precise  in  this  regard.  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd 
has  stated  that  22  were  minted,  of  which  2  were  melted  —  leaving  a  net 
coinage  of  20  specimens.  Don  Taxay  estimates  a  mintage  of  22  to  24 
pieces,  less  any  which  may  have  been  melted.  A  specimen  of  this  coin 
sold  by  our  colleagues  Jerry  Cohen  and  Abner  Kreisberg  in  1961  was 
accompanied  by  an  original  envelope  in  which  the  coin  was  presented. 
The  envelope  was  marked  “One  of  thirteen  pieces  struck.” 

How  many  are  known  today?  We  would  estimate  that  10  to  12  are 
known.  By  way  of  comparison  we  might  mention  that  the  1804  U.S. 
silver  dollar,  a  coin  of  which  fifteen  specimens  are  known,  has  appeared 
on  the  market  more  often  than  has  the  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief 
double  eagle.  The  last  time  that  a  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief 
double  eagle  was  publicly  offered  was  the  aforementioned  Cohen- 
Kreisberg  -ale  in  1961.  Since  that  time  the  1804  dollar  has  appeared 
■everal  times;  the  two  most  recent  being  a  specimen  which  was  sold  by 
Stark’-  in  October,  1970  for  $77,500.00  and  a  specimen  currently 
being  advertised  by  noted  dealer  Abe  Kosoff  for  $100,000.00. 


Price  and  Value 

What  is  the  value  of  a  1907  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief  double 
eagle?  The  last  public  sale  price  recorded  was  the  1961  Cohen-Kreisberg 
coin  at  $18,250.00.  Taking  a  copy  of  the  1961  issue  of  A  Guide  Book 
of  U.S.  Coins  from  the  shelf,  we  note  that  in  1961  the  1804  silver 
dollar  (a  coin  which  is  currently  valued  at  $100,000.00  as  noted  in  our 
preceding  paragraph)  had  values  of  $8,000.00  to  $10,500.00  attached 
to  it.  At  the  same  time  other  prime  rarities  were  listed  at  but  tiny 
fractions  of  today’s  sale  figures  or  estimated  valuations.

1.  The  rarity  of  the  coin,  a  piece  of  which  just  10  to  12  pieces  are 
estimated  to  exist,  is  great  No  specimens  have  been  publicly  offered 
since  1961,  during  which  time  the  1804  silver  dollar,  a  coin  of 
somewhat  comparable  rarity  (15  known),  has  been  valued  at 
$77,500.00  two  years  ago  and  $100,000.00  today. 

2.  The  coin  is  part  of  the  American  gold  coin  series.  The  great  fame 
given  to  the  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief  double  eagle  over  the 
years,  its  personal  connection  with  President  Roosevelt’s  coinage  ideas, 
and  the  well-documented  history  leading  up  to  its  issue  have  made  this 
coin  the  most  famous  American  gold  issue.  Certainly  it  will  be  the  most 
prized  coin  in  the  collection  of  its  next  owner. 

3.  It  is  documented  in  the  words  of  no  less  an  authority  than  one  of 
the  most  repected  presidents  that  the  United  States  has  ever  had,  that 
this  particular  MCMVII  Extremely  High  Relief  double  eagle  issue,  the 
issue  that  required  nine  distinct  strikings  to  bring  up  its  fantastically 
high  relief  (the  coin  is  twice  as  thick  as  a  regular  $20  gold  coin!),  is  the 
most  beautiful  and  artistic  United  States  coin  ever  issued.  Furthermore, 
due  to  the  intricate  striking  processes  required,  no  equal  coin  will  ever 
be  made  again.

4.  The  coin  is  not  controversial.  No  chicanery  or  unofficial  actions 
were  ever  connected  with  its  issuance.

In  the  December  8,  1971,  issue  of  Coin  World  we 
presented  a  special  12-page  supplement.  Seeing  this 
special  section  prompted  Mark  Feldman,  a  Los 
Angeles  coin  dealer,  to  mail  us  a  copy  of  another 
special  section  that  we  ran  ten  years  earlier  in  Coin 
World,  —  in  November,  1961.  A  lot  of  things  have 
happened  since  1961,  and  we’d  almost  forgotten 
about  this  long-ago  presentation.  We  spent  a  few 
minutes  comparing  our  offerings  of  a  decade  ago  with 
today’s  Guidebook  valuations.

As  we  recall,  we  had  a  bag  of  1,000  1885-CC 
dollars  at  that  time  —  which  means  that  the  coins  we 
sold  for  $14,000  (at  $14  per  coin)  now  catalogue 
$65,000.00!  Also  in  that  long-ago  issue  we  offered  a 
set  of  four  Stellas  —  $4  gold  pieces  of  1879  and  1880 
of  the  flowing  hair  and  coiled  hair  types.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  (for  purposes  of  this  present  writing)  the  price 
wasn’t  given  —  but  whatever  it  was,  the  buyer  can 
show  a  handsome  profit  today. 

After  jotting  down  the  above  figures  we  reached 
for  some  of  our  catalogues  of  the  1950’s.  To  say  that 
buyers  from  those  catalogues  have  done  spectacularly 
well  profit-wise  since  then  is  probably  the  understate¬ 
ment  of  the  century!  Coins  have  been  an  excellent 
investment  indeed.

As  we  have  purchased  millions  of  dollars  worth 
of  coins,  we  think  that  this  statement  has  quite  a  bit 
of  meaning.

Barber,  Longacre, 
Sinnock,  and  other  noted  engravers  designed  the  assay  medals,  often 
using  designs  similar  to  those  found  on  patterns  for  U.S.  coinage.

Ornately  engraved  reverse 
inscription  reads:  Awarded  Winner  /  First  Automobile  Race  in 
America  /  Presented  by  Jos.  Linz  &  Bros.  /  Dallas,  Texas  /  July  4, 
1901.  Efforts  to  learn  more  about  I.J.  Johnson  have  been  to  no 
avail  thus  far.  In  the  July  11,  1970,  issue  of  the  Dallas  Morning 
News  feature  writer  Frank  X.  Tolbert  wrote  a  3-column  article 
(which  will  be  furnished  to  the  buyer  of  this  medal)  on  this 
identical  medal  which  was  at  that  time  owned  by  a  Pasadena, 
California  collector.  It  seems  that  efforts  to  trace  the  identity  of 
LJ.  Johnson  have  been  fruitless,  although  it  is  probable  that  he 
was  the  chauffeur  mentioned  as  the  driver  of  the  winning  car.  To 
quote  Mr.  Tolbert:  “The  story  of  the  battle  of  the  two  gasoline 
wagons  (no  mention  of  automotive  makes  or  the  drivers’  names) 
did  say  that  Mr.  Thorne’s  [Thorne  was  vice-president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway]  chauffeur  drove  the 
winning  car  at  the  start  and  fell  behind  and  the  car’s  owner  took 
the  wheel  with  two  of  the  1-mile  laps  to  go  in  the  5-mile  course.” 
Tolbert’s  further  research  led  him  to  visit  with  a  descendant  of 
Thorne  who  was  familiar  with  this  medal  and  said  that  Thorne  had 
presented  it  to  Johnson.  Perhaps  the  exact  situation  will  never  be 
precisely  known.  The  1901  account  of  the  race  as  printed  in  the 
July  5th  issue  of  the  Dallas  News  told  of  exciting  times:  “The 
contestants,  Messrs.  Thorne  and  Raff,  are  both  owners  of  very  fast 
machines  .  .  .

To  our  knowledge  there  are  but 
four  specimens  known  to  exist:  (1)  The  Bebee  discovery  coin,  AU.

LON-32.  1880/7-0  Overdate  dollar.  Appearance  somewhat  similar  to 
the  1880/7-S  dollar,  but  with  a  New  Orleans  mintmark.

An  Introduction  to  Collecting  Connecticut  Cents 

In  1919  Henry  <C.  Miller’s  monograph,  The  State  Coinage  of 
Connecticut,  was  published  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
Miller’s  capsule  history  of  Connecticut  copper  coins,  usually  called 
“cents”  by  collectors  today,  is  given  below: 

“By  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  in  October,  1785, 
authority  was  granted  to  Samuel  Bishop,  Joseph  Hopkins,  James 
Hillhouse,  and  John  Goodrich  to  establish  a  mint  for  the  manufacture 
of  copper  coins.  The  dies  were  made  by  Abel  Buel  of  New  Haven,  but 
unauthorized  issues  of  light  weight  and  inferior  workmanship  circulated 
freely  together  with  the  legalized  coins.  The  historic  details  in  regard  to 
the  Connecticut  coinage  are  given  in  detail  in  Crosby’s  Early  Coins  of 
America. 

One  general  design  was  employed  for  the  entire  four  years: 

Obverse:  Laureated  head  with  bust  either  mailed  or  draped.  Legend: 
AUCTORI  CONNEC.  [By  the  authority  of  Connecticut] 

Reverse:  The  goddess  of  Liberty,  seated,  facing  left,  an  olive  branch 
in  her  right  hand,  staff  surmounted  by  liberty  cap  in  her  left.  Legend: 
INDE  ET  LIB.  [Independence  and  liberty]  Date  in  exergue.  Borders 
milled  or  serrated.  Edges  plain. 

The  coins  of  Connecticut  vary  greatly  in  weight.  Specimens  are 
found  weighing  not  more  than  108  grains,  while  others  range  from  168 
to  184  grains.  In  some  cases  the  lighter  coins  are  probably  counterfeits 
of  the  time,  but  many  of  light  weight,  undoubtedly  authentic,  are  from 
the  same  dies  as  the  heavier  ones.  In  fact  the  weight  and  character  of 
the  planchet  seems  to  have  been  regarded  with  little  importance. 

Overstrikes  are  frequent,  resulting  sometimes  in  a  curious  mixing  of 
legends.  For  this  purpose  the  Nova  Constellatio  and  New  Jersey  issues 
appear  to  have  been  especially  favored. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  coppers  in  the  colonial  period  from  1783  to 
the  establishment  of  the  United  States  Mint,  the  country  was  flooded 
with  a  quantity  of  counterfeit  and  lightweight  British  halfpence.  Some 
of  these  were  sent  from  abroad,  but  the  close  resemblance  of  others  to 
the  Connecticut  coins  is  fairly  conclusive  evidence  that  many  of  these 
halfpence  were  struck  in  that  state.  [Editor’s  note:  Since  the 
publication  of  the  Miller  reference  in  1919,  the  research  efforts  of  Eric 
P.  Newman,  Kenneth  Bressett,  Edward  P.  Barnsley,  and  others  have 
established  that  many  of  the  contemporary  counterfeit  Connecticut 
pieces,  many  of  the  above-mentioned  lightweight  British  halfpence,  and 
other  issues,  including  many  pieces  collected  as  part  of  the  Vermont 
series,  were  struck  by  Capt.  Thomas  Machine  and  his  associates  at  a 
private  mint  near  Newburgh,  New  York.  Coinage  of  many  of  the 
Vermont  and  Connecticut  pieces  was  semi-official  in  that  certain 
principal  contractors  for  these  respective  state  coinages  had  a  financial 
interest  in  the  Machin  Mint  —  usually  called  “Machin’s  Mill.”  More 
information  on  the  subject  can  be  found  in  Crosby’s  Early  Coins  of 
America,  in  Robert  Vlack’s  Early  American  Coins,  and  on  page  24  of 
the  25th  edition  of  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins.  ] 


No  attempt  has  been  made  to  decide  on  the  legality  of  any  of  the 
coins  with  the  legend  AUCTORI  CONNEC.  They  were  all  made  at  the 
same  epoch,  some  by  fairly  competent  hands,  others  evidently  by 
novices  at  die  sinking. 

On  account  of  the  marked  differences  in  punctuation  and  in  the 
ornamental  devices  on  many  of  the  dies,  together  with  the  curious 
blunders  in  the  spelling  of  the  legends,  this  series  affords  a  fertile  and 
most  interesting  field  for  the  collector  of  varieties. 

The  question  of  rarity  is  one  that  admits  of  some  difference  of 
opinion.  The  degrees  given  by  Crosby  in  many  cases  require 
modification.  From  the  personal  examination  of  many  thousands  of 
coins  and  the  conclusions  of  active  collectors,  it  may  be  assumed  that 
the  estimates  given  here  are  approximately  correct.  Varieties  marked  C, 
R-l,  and  R-2  may  generally  be  procured  in  good  condition;  those  of 
R-3,  R-4,  and  R-5  are  much  harder  to  find,  while  specimens  of  R-6, 
even  when  poor,  are  seldom  available.  In  fact,  a  number  of  the  varieties 
of  R-6  are  described  from  a  single  piece,  the  only  one  known.  So  many 
of  the  Connecticuts  were  weakly  and  imperfectly  struck  that  really 
fine,  well-centered  pieces  of  all  but  a  very  few  of  the  types  are 
decidedly  rare.” - So  ends  Henry  Miller’s  commentary.

C.  Miller  and  used  in  the  aforementioned  State  Coinage  of  Connecticut 
monograph.  This  booklet  was  reprinted  several  years  ago.  We  offer  a 
copy  of  the  Miller  reprint  for  $3.95  postpaid  -  or  free  (on  request) 
with  any  order  of  $50  or  more  worth  of  Connecticut  cents  from  this 
listing. 

Pieces  are  listed  according  to  the  Crosby  rarity  system  (also  used  by 
Miller).  This  has  seven  degrees:  Common,  and  R-l  through  R-6.  Rarity 
6  is  the  highest  degree. 

We  have  tried  to  be  very  careful  with  our  grading  of  these  pieces.  The 
coins,  as  Miller  noted,  were  often  weakly  or  imperfectly  struck.  Because 
of  this,  grading  of  Connecticut  coppers  is  more  subject  to  personal 
opinion  than  rigid  rules.  Our  grading  of  Connecticut  cents,  as  used  in 
our  past  offerings,  has  been  well  received  by  specialists  in  the  series. 
However,  because  of  the  variations  in  striking  and  also  because  of  our 
general  policy  of  satisfaction,  our  offering  of  these  pieces  is  made  “on 
approval”  in  the  sense  that  each  and  every  coin  is  subject  to  your 
satisfaction  once  you  receive  it.  We  think  you’ll  be  quite  pleased,  but  if 
you’re  not,  your  money  will  be  instantly  refunded  in  full  -  and  no 
explanation  is  necessary.  To  our  way  of  thinking  the  interesting 
hand-cut  dies  (with  many  fascinating  varieties)  and  crude  striking  make 
Connecticut  coins  a  wonderful  series  —  and  a  refreshing  change  from 
the  look-alike  machine-made  coins  of  the  late  19th  and  20th  centuries. 

An  Explanation  of  Variety  Collecting 

We  strongly  recommend  that  you  obtain  a  copy  of  the  Miller  reprint 
as  offered  above.  This  will  delineate  the  system  used  to  describe 
Connecticut  coins.  But,  so  as  not  to  keep  you  in  the  dark  until  you 
receive  the  book  (a  notation  such  as  “37.13-HH”  might  seem  quite 
mystifying  at  this  point),  we  also  describe  each  variety  by  type  or  die  as 
listed  in  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins,  25th  edition  (1972),  pages  27  to 
30.  Thus  you  can  check  a  variety  such  as  “1787  AUCTOPI”  or  “1786 
Hercules  Head”  in  this  manner. 

The  Miller  numbers  are  adequately  explained  in  the  Miller  book, 
which  we  hope  you’ll  order.  But,  in  the  meantime  here’s  a  thumbnail 
'■xplanation  of  how  the  Miller  system  works: 

Miller  assignee  numbers  to  obverses  and  letters  to  reverses.  Each 
different  major  obverse  variety  —  each  obverse  variety  with  different 
punctuation  or  arrangement  of  the  legends  —  received  a  different 
number.  Thus  in  1785  we  find  that  type  1  was  the  head  facing  right  and 
the  legend  punctuated  as  AUCTORI.  CONNEC.  (with  a  period  or  dot 
after  each  word).  Types  2  through  6  have  the  head  facing  right  and 
punctuation  as  AUCTORI:  CONNEC:  (with  a  colon  after  each  word). 
Types  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6  differ  from  each  other  in  the  way  that  the 
colons  are  positioned  in  relation  to  the  head.  Type  7  has  the  head 
facing  left  and  the  legends  reading  AUCTORI  CONNEC  (no 
punctuation  at  all).  Type  8  i>  as  (he  head  left  and  punctuation  as 
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AUCTORI:  CONNEC

I  he  reverses  are  assigned  letters.  Thus  in  1785  reverse  A  has  the 
legend  punctuated  as  INDE:  ETLIB:  Reverses  designated  with  letters  B 
through  \1  have  differing  punctuation. 

It  is  often  the  ease  that  a  number  or  letter  variety  will  have 
subvarieties.  These  subvarieties  have  the  same  legends  and  punctuation 
as  the  main  varieties,  but  differ  in  other  features  such  as  the  number  of 
leaves  in  the  head  wreath,  the  size  and  shape  of  the  letters,  and  so  on. 
lor  instance,  obverse  3  of  1785  occurs  in  five  different  subvarieties,  as 
listed  bv  Miller.  These  are  listed  as  3.1,  3.2,  3.3,  3.4,  and  3.5.  By  this 
vve  mean  that  "3.5  means  obverse  type  3,  subvariety  5. 

It  you’ve  followed  our  reasoning  so  far  and  are  still  with  us,  then  you 
probablv  can  infer  that  such  a  notation  as  “1785  3.2-L  (R-3),”  a  nota¬ 
tion  that  may  have  seemed  meaningless  a  few  minutes  ago,  can  be 
deciphered  to  mean:  A  1785  cent  of  the  head  facing  right  variety' 
(remember  that  obverse  varieties  1  through  6  of  this  year  have  the  head 
facing  right),  of  obverse  variety  3  and  subvariety  2  (written  as  “3.2”) 
combined  with  reverse  variety  L.  The  coin  is  of  Rarity  3  (R-3)  on  the 
Crosby  /Miller  scale. 

Collecting  Suggestions 

Connecticut  cents  can  be  collected  in  a  number  of  different  ways.  We 
suggest  the  following: 

(1)  A  very  simple  or  basic  collection  might  consist  of  one  coin  of 
each  of  the  four  years  of  issue,  1785,  1786,  1787,  and  1788.  Such  a 
collection  is  inexpensive  and  is  a  nice  way  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
"personalities’  of  Connecticut  cents.  For  instance,  you  will  find  that 
1785  issues  are  more  sharply  struck,  are  in  higher  relief,  and  are  on 
heavier  planchets  than  are  typical  1788  issues.  As  the  coinage 
progressed,  quality  and  weight  of  the  coins  decreased. 

(2)  A  more  expanded  collection  might  consist  of  those  varieties  listed 
on  pages  27  through  30  of  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins.  The  thirty-two 
coins  listed  come  to  a  total  of  $724.50  in  Good  condition  —  a  modest 
sum  for  a  nearly-200-year-old  collection  of  fascinating  varieties!  And, 
there  are  no  “impossible”  rarities  to  contend  with. 

(3)  Or,  you  may  want  to  begin  a  specialized  collection  by  Miller 
numbers  —  to  see  how  close  you  can  come  to  completion. 

Connecticut  cents  are  inexpensive.  You  can  obtain  many  rare  pieces 
from  this  listing  (or  from  other  dealers  in  the  field  —  Richard  Picker, 
for  example)  for  $10  to  $20  each.  Even  ultra-rare  R-5  and  R-6  items 
cost  less  than  $100  in  lower  grades  in  many  instances!  Choice  examples 
of  commoner  varieties  abound  in  the  under  $25  per  coin  range,  with 
many  pices  in  “Good”  grade  available  for  under  $10  to  $15  each. 

As  these  coins  are  from  hand-cut  dies  they  are  a  fascinating 
numismatic  series  to  own,  contemplate,  and  study.  A  hand-held  glass 
reveals  many  interesting  variations:  1787  over  1788,  1787  over  1877 
(the  two  center  digits  were  first  transposed  in  error!),  misspellings  such 
as  INDL  (instead  of  INDE),  CONNLC  or  CONNECT  (instead  of 
CONNEC),  ETIIB  or  ETLIR  (instead  of  ETLIB),  and  so  on.  And  the 
thrill  of  finding  a  previously  unlisted  variety  is  a  real  possibility;  many 
Connecticut  enthusiasts  have  done  it.  In  short,  the  Connecticut  series 
offers  a  wide  panorama  of  fascinating  coins  which  are  inexpensive  and 
which,  at  the  same  time,  have  tremendous  numismatic  appeal. 

To  house  your  collection  we  can  furnish  for  60c  each  (minimum 
order  5  boards  for  $3)  Meghrig  blank  pages  which  measure  5x8”  in  size 
and  contain  10  blank  openings  per  board.  These  can  be  hand-lettered  in 
ink  by  you  to  conform  with  whatever  varieties  you  plan  to  collect.

QUESTION  AND  ANSWER  FORUM 

We  invite  our  readers  to  submit  questions  pertaining  to  any 
aspect  of  numismatics  within  the  purview  of  this  catalogue.  The 
questions  of  the  most  general  interest  will  appear  in  this  column. 


QUESTION:  On  page  4  of  your  last  issue  you  state  that  with  few 
exceptions  coins  are  of  known  rarity.  In  the  “Comprehensive  Catalogue 
and  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Coins”  Don  Taxay,  the  author,  gives  rarity 
estimates  of  coins  using  the  Sheldon  scale,  R-l  to  R-8.  Also  he  lists 
coins  as  being  from  very  rare  to  extremely  rare  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  For  example,  he  states  a  1911-D  $10  gold  piece  is  very  rare 
in  Uncirculated  grade.  Dealers  also  describe  a  coin’s  rarity  in  their 
advertisements.  My  question  is:  how  does  anyone  know  the  number  of 
coins  in  existence  or  the  number  of  Uncirculated  coins  of  a  specific 
date? - J.Y.,  West  Liberty,  Ohio 

ANSWER:  A  pertinent  reply  to  the  question  of  rarity  is  given  by  Dr. 
William  H.  Sheldon,  writing  in  “Penny  Whimsy.”  Dr.  Sheldon’s  remarks 
are  not  only  applicable  to  large  cents,  the  subject  of  his  books,  but  to 
other  series  as  well: 

“One  of  the  most  neglected  questions  in  the  literature  on  cents  is 
that  of  rarity.  Competent  students  in  the  field  have  always  been 
hesitant  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  rarity  of  a  [coin]  because  they 
were  aware  of  how  easy  it  is  to  be  mistaken.  No  one  can  ever  know  for 
certain  just  how  many  examples  of  a  particular  variety  exist,  since  there 
is  no  way  of  canvassing  the  entire  supply  of  cents  in  one’s  lifetime.  .  . 

“Rarity,  then,  will  remain  to  some  extent  a  matter  of  opinion, 
subject  to  revision  in  the  light  of  further  experience,  and  ratings  on 
rarity  should  be  accepted  in  charity  for  what  they  are,  namely,  an 
author’s  best  guess  on  the  subject.  .  .  The  reader  should  realize,  of 
course,  that  most  of  the  errors  arise  from  overrating,  not  from 
underrating  rarity.  If  a  coin  is  called  rare,  it  may  be  common,  but  if  it  is 
called  common,  it  most  certainly  is  not  rare.  If  Jones  was  seen,  he 
probably  was  there.  If  he  wasn’t  seen,  he  still  may  have  been  there.” 

Dr.  Sheldon  s  rarity  scale,  reprinted  here  for  the  benefit  of  Review 
readers  who  may  not  be  familiar  with  it,  is  as  follows:

The  Sheldon  rarity  scale  has  since  found  wide  use  in  numismatics  — 
in  the  aforemention  Don  Taxay  book,  in  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd’s  “U.S. 
Patterns,”  and  in  other  published  works. 

To  further  refine  the  Sheldon  scale,  Don  Taxay  assigned  specific 
numbers  to  Dr.  Sheldon’s  adjectival  ratings:  R-l  (over  1,250  known), 
R-2  (501  to  1250  known),  R-3  (201  to  500  known),  and  divided  R-7 
into:  Low  R-7  (10  to  12  known),  R-7  (7  to  9  known),  and  High  R-7  (4 
to  6  known). 

Use  of  a  rarity  rating  is,  as  Dr.  Sheldon’s  comment  states,  merely  the 
author’s  opinion  or  guess. 

Rarity  estimates  of  earlier  pieces  about  which  little  if  any  specific 
information  is  known,  are  simply  “educated  guesses.”  To  an  extent,  the 
mintage  figures  provide  help  —  especially  for  the  rarity  of  circulated 
grades.  Mintage  figures  are  of  little  help  with  the  rarity  of  Uncirculated 
coins,  either  modem  or  old  ones,  as  the  number  saved  in  mint  condition 
is  dependent  on  other  considerations. 

When  comparing  mintage  figures  it  is  important  to  remember  that 
many  early  figures  bear  no  relation  to  the  dates  actually  on  the  coins.  A 
prime  example  is  the  1799  cent,  the  rarest  single  date  in  the  large  cent 
series.  The  mintage  is  given  as  904,585  as  compared  to  the  mintage  of 
979,700  for  1798,  a  common  date.  Actually  most  of  the  coins  in  the 
1799  figure  were  dated  1798  (but  struck  in  the  Mint’s  1799  fiscal  year). 
Although  the  true  figures  will  never  be  known,  for  purposes  of 
illustration  here  the  true  mintage  figures  in  relation  to  the  dates  on  the 
coins  may  have  been  more  like  1,750,000  for  1798  and,  say,  135,000 
for  1799. 

Most  mintage  figures  of  the  last  half  of  the  19th  century  and  of  the 
20th  century  are  a  fairly  reliable  guide  to  rarity.  There  are,  to  be  sure, 
exceptions.  For  instance  the  mintage  figure  of  10,000  given  for  the 
1876-CC  20c  bears  no  relation  to  the  number  known  as  most  1876-CC 
pieces  were  melted  before  their  release.  Other  exceptions  are  silver 
dollars  of  1878-1935  which  were  hoarded  by  the  government  and 
certain  gold  coins,  some  of  which  were  only  partially  released  and 
others  of  which  were  shipped  in  large  quantities  to  foreign  banks. 

If  one  takes  a  fairly  stable  series  without  “special  situations”  —  and 
the  series  of  Barber  half  dollars  from  1892  to  1915  is  an  example  one 
can  then  relate  the  rarity  of  one  circulated  coin  to  another.  For 
instance,  if  1903-0  has  a  mintage  of  2,100,00  and  1904-0  has  a 
mintage  of  1,117,600,  then  1903-0  can  be  assumed  to  be  twice  as 
common  as  1904-0.  Why  does  1903-0  catalogue  for  more  in  certain 
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grades?  That’s  a  good  question!  Of  such  situations  investment 
predictions,  lists  of  “sleepers,”  etc.  are  made! 

When  evaluating  Proof  coins,  the  mintages  are  a  good  guide.  One 
might  assume,  for  instance,  that  90%  of  all  Proof  coins  made  since  1950 
still  survive  in  collectible  Proof  condition.  Also  one  might  assume  with 
a  fair  degree  of  certainty  that  just  40%  to  50%  of  Proof  coins  of  the 
year  1860  still  survive  in  Proof  grade  today  —  and  that  Proof  coins 
struck  between  1860  and  1950  survive  in  ascending  percentages 
between  40-50%  and  90%.  Admittedly,  such  methodology  is  not  precise 
—  but  it  is  a  good  guide  within  limits.  Thus  if  1000  1860  half  dollars 
were  minted  in  Proof  condition,  a  statement  such  as  “there  are  just  20 
known  today”  would  be  patently  inaccurate  and  a  statement  such  as 
“there  are  about  950  known”  would  be  inaccurate  on  the  optimistic 

I  side.  A  statement  such  as  “of  the  1000  coined,  probably  400  to  500  or 
so  survive  today”  would  be  meaningful. 

The  survival  of  Uncirculated  coins  is  subject  to  several  consider¬ 
ations.  Some  issues  (the  1878-1935  silver  dollars  are  good  examples) 
were  hoarded,  and  mintage  figures  bear  no  relationship  to  the  number 
of  existing  Uncirculated  pieces.  Likewise,  more  coins  were  usually  saved 

!in  the  first  year  of  issue  of  a  design  —  as  the  public  considered  the  coins 
to  be  a  novelty.  For  instance,  more  1909  Lincoln  cents  were  saved  than 
were  those  of  1910  and,  despite  the  higher  1910  mintage,  1910 
Uncirculated  cents  are  many  times  rarer  than  1909  Uncirculated 
Lincoln  cents  for  this  reason. 

The  persistence  of  a  rumor  has  led  to  the  hoarding  of  other  coins  — 
the  1883  no-CENTS  nickel,  for  instance.  The  public  thought  that  these 
coins  were  a  design  error  and  would  be  recalled  —  so  these  coins  were 
saved  in  huge  quantities.  That  is  why  the  1883  with-CENTS  nickel,  a 
coin  of  higher  mintage,  is  far  rarer  and  more  valuable  today. 

I  We  could  go  on  and  on  about  the  factors  which  influence  a  coin’s 
rarity.  We’ve  given  you  some  basic  guidelines. 

In  answer  to  your  question,  we  say  that  the  number  of  pieces  known 
today  is  based  upon  an  “educated  guess”  —  an  estimate  based  on  a 
number  of  factors.  Perhaps  the  most  important  factor  is  one  we  haven’t 
touched  on  until  now:  experience.  In  our  own  business  we’ve  handled 
millions  of  dollars’  worth  of  rare  coins.  We’ve  come  to  know  by  instinct 
which  coins  are  hard  to  find  and  which  are  easy  to  locate.  Catalogue 
value  bears  only  a  partial  relationship  to  the  ease  of  finding  a  coin.  For 
instance,  we  have  never  owned  an  Uncirculated  1849-0  half  dime 
(catalogue  value:  $250  in  the  “Guidebook”)  but  have  had  dozens  of  BU 
1919-S  half  dollars  (catalogue  value:  $650.00).  The  popularity- 
demand-price  syndrome  is  yet  another  field  for  a  book! 

A  dealer’s  experience  is  a  valuable  consideration.  For  this  reason 
dealers’  advice  is  often  sought  by  collectors,  investors,  and  others. 
Frankly  and  honestly  given,  an  experienced  dealer’s  opinions  bear  quite 
a  bit  of  weight  and  are  more  meaningful  than  are  a  basketful  of  mintage 
figures.  However,  it  must  be  realized  —  and  we  say  this  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  this  is  being  printed  in  our  own  sales  publication,  the  Rare 
Coin  Review—  that  a  dealer  has  coins  for  sale  and  his  descriptions  are 
necessarily  oriented  toward  selling  a  particular  coin.  However,  this  does 
not  preclude  the  publication  of  accurate  information.  Dealers  who  have 
given  frank  information,  and  we  like  to  think  that  we  are  among  them, 
have  earned  the  ultimate  accolade:  their  opinions  are  respected.  Could 
any  reward  be  better? 

So  much  for  our  discussion  of  rarity  and  rarity  ratings. 


QUESTION:  I  would  like  to  build  a  1900  year  set  of  coins  to 
represent  the  first  year  of  the  20th  century.  Would  such  a  set  have  a 
premium  value  when  completed  —  that  is,  would  the  effort  expended 
be  worth  keeping  the  coins  intact  when  they  are  later  sold? 

ANSWER:  Collecting  coins  of  a  particular  year  can  be  quite 
interesting  from  an  educational  viewpoint.  Harry  X.  Boosel,  discoverer 
of  the  open  3  and  closed  3  varieties  of  1873  coinage,  made  his  findings 
when  studying  his  specialty  —  coins  dated  that  year.  Coinage  of  the 
year  1900  would  make  an  interesting  exhibit  —  and  could  include  items 
not  known  to  the  average  numismatist:  die  varieties  of  the  1900 
Lafayette  silver  dollar,  for  instance.  If  you  add  historical  material  — 
mint  reports,  dealers’  catalogues,  news  clippings  pertaining  to  coins,  etc. 
—  to  your  set  of  coins  it  should  indeed  have  an  extra  value  when 
completed.  Such  a  grouping  would  make  a  fascinating  display. 

Incidentally,  from  a  technical  viewpoint  1900  is  the  last  year  of  the 
19th  century.  The  first  year  of  the  20th  century  is  1901.  However, 
don’t  let  that  bother  you  —  the  novelty  of  the  “1900  date  caused  the 
public  to  observe  this  year  as  the  first  of  the  new  century.  Doubtless  in 
the  year  2000  the  public  will  celebrate  another  new  century  -  without 
waiting  for  the  technically  correct  year  of  2001. 


Follow  Up:  Credit  where  credit  is  due:  On  page  44  of  our  last  issue  we 
reported  the  discovery  in  our  offices  of  an  1888/7  Belgian  Congo 
overdate  5c  piece,  a  coin  unlisted  in  any  of  the  standard  reference 


books.  After  the  story  appeared,  Russ  Rulau,  editor  of  World  Coins 
magazine,  wrote  to  say  that  the  variety  had  been  reported  earlier,  in 
April  1968,  by  George  Nemchick  of  Naples,  Florida. 

In  our  article  we  estimated  that  perhaps  one  1888  Belgian  Congo  5c 
in  twenty  might  be  the  1888/7  overdate  variety.  This  figure  seems  to  be 
a  reasonable  one.  The  first  Rare  Coin  Review  reader  to  report  finding 
an  1888/7  was  James  Walser  of  Albany,  New  York. 


THE  WONDERFUL  WORLD  OF  LARGE  CENTS 


—an  article  by  Denis  Loring— 


I  love  large  cents.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  William  Sheldon,  “They  are  an 
intriguing  family,  and  they  never  die,  fade,  or  get  broken.  Like  good 
jewelry  they  seem  to  transcend  human  mortality  and  to  grow  richer 
with  age  .  .  .  The  early  cents  carry  the  memory,  and  an  indelible 
impression,  of  a  little  stretch  of  human  time  that  was  fragrant  with  a 
high  hope.”  They  also  form  one  of  the  most  fascinating  of  all  series  of 
United  States  coins,  a  series  replete  with  strange  and  unusual  varieties. 
You’ll  see  what  I  mean  in  just  a  moment,  but  first  let’s  look  at  the  big 
pennies  in  general. 

Mr.  Average  Collector  will  probably  first  encounter  large  cents  as 
part  of  a  type  collection.  He’ll  need  seven  coins,  of  which  two  (both 

1793,  the  first  year  of  issue)  are  expensive.  If  the  large  cent  bug  bites, 
he  may  start  a  date  collection  of  the  big  coppers.  This  will  require 
sixty-four  pieces,  one  each  from  1793  through  1857,  with  the 
exception  of  1815.  Only  three  of  these  years-1793,  1799,  and  1804- 
will  run  into  a  little  money.  The  next  step  might  be  a 
date-and-major-variety  collection,  perhaps  using  the  1972  Guide  Book 
ofU.S.  Coins.  Not  counting  the  two  varieties  listed  as  “extremely  rare.” 
our  collecting  friend  will  now  be  after  145  coins  to  complete  his  set. 
But  now  a  mere  bankroll  will  not  be  enough,  especially  if  he  wants 
choice  coins.  He’ll  have  to  do  some  hard-nosed  hunting,  and  patience  is 
most  definitely  a  virtue.  (To  the  skeptic,  I  suggest  the  following:  call  up 
your  favorite  dealer  and  ask  him  when  he  last  had  an  1803  large  date, 
small  fraction  cent  in  stock  —  and  how  long  he  kept  it!) 

Variety  collecting  is  the  final  step  in  the  progression  of  the  large  cent 
disease.  Variety  here  means  die  variety;  each  combination  of  obverse 
and  reverse  dies  is  considered  a  different  variety  and  collectible  entity. 
Usually,  subvarieties  (same  dies  but  different  edge  devices)  are  collected 
as  well.  This  variety  game  is  a  formidable  one  indeed;  one  year  alone, 

1794,  offers  no  fewer  than  66  varieties  (and  subvarieties),  of  which  four 
are  unique!  Two  reference  books  serve  as  Bibles  for  variety  collectors. 
Penny  Whimsy  by  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon,  Dorthy  I.  Paschal,  and 
Walter  Breen,  deals  with  the  years  1793-1814,  called  the  early  dates. 
345  varieties  of  early  dates  are  now  known;  the  most  recent  discovery 
was  only  months  ago.  Howard  R.  Newcomb’s  book,  United  States 
Copper  Cents  1816-1857,  covers  the  rest  of  the  series,  the  late  dates.  Of 
these,  many  collectors  are  interested  in  only  the  1816-1835  series  (the 
“Tammany  Heads”),  of  which  182  varieties  are  currently  known,  others 
run  right  through  1857.  Some  large  cent  buffs  specialize  in  specifi' 
years  (1794,  for  example)  or  types  (such  as  the  Drpaed  Bust, 
1796-1807),  others  collect  the  entire  early  series,  or  the  late  dates,  or 
both.  In  fact,  there  are  a  few  enthusiasts  who  collect  1"  die  state  trying 
to  trace  the  various  die  break  progression-  of  *  1  ' 

With  this  introduction,  let’s  take  me  of  the  wield  and 

wonderful  denizens  of  the  world  of  large  cents. 
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The  very  first  large  cent,  Sheldon  number  one  (S-l),  is  the  1793 
l.ham  AMER1,  pronounced  “AM-er-eye.”  The  engraver,  probably 
Jean-Pierre  Droz,  was  afraid  tliat  he  had  not  left  enough  room  for  the 


entire  word  AMERICA,  and  so  abbreviated  it  to  AMERI.  This  error  was 
not  repeated  when  the  next  reverse  die  was  cut,  and  the  several  Chain 
AMERICA  varieties  resulted. 

1793  is  also  the  year  of  the  famous  Strawberry  Leaf  cents.  These 
cents,  of  the  same  general  design  as  other  1793  Wreath  cents,  are 
distinguished  by  the  sprig  of  strawberry  (or  perhaps  cotton  or  clover) 
leaves,  instead  of  the  usual  olive  leaves,  above  the  date.  The  origin  of 
these  notorious  cents  is  not  definitely  known.  Some  claim  they  are  a 
legitimate  mint  product,  others  view  them  as  pattern  or  experimental 
pieces,  while  still  others  classify  them  as  contemporary  counterfeits. 
Exactly  four  Strawberry  Leaf  cents  are  known  to  exist;  three  share  one 
reverse  die,  while  the  fourth  is  unique.  Periodically,  rumors  of  another 
specimen  circulate,  but  to  date  all  searches  have  been  fruitless. 


Moving  on  to  1794,  we  encounter  one  of  the  most  famous  and  highly 
prized  of  all  the  large  cents:  the  Starred  Reverse,  S-48.  This  variety 
features  a  circle  of  94  tiny  five-pointed  stars  around  the  extreme  outer 
edge  of  the  reverse.  The  stars  are  not  quite  evenly  spaces,  though 
extremely  well  formed,  and  they  are  partially  obscured  by  the 
denticles.  I  he  variety  is  considered  by  Taxay  (from  his  Scott’s 
Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Coins)  to  be  a  Philadelphia  mint  essay,  while 
Sheldon  feels  .  .  .it  is  perhaps  more  likely  that  they  [the  stars]  are  the 
result  of  the  whim  of  an  idle  hour  at  the  mint.”  Approximately  30 
specimens  of  the  Starred  Reverse  are  known  to  exist. 

There  is  perhaps  no  better  indicator  of  the  recent  upsurge  of  interest 
in  large  cents  than  in  the  auction  records  of  the  Starred  Reverse  over 
the  past  decade.  In  1961,  the  Schwartz  coin,  almost  Very  Good, 
brought  $115.  In  early  1969  a  Fine  specimen  sold  for  $400.  This  past 


May,  the  Central  States  convention  auction  featured  the  Frank  Masters 
collection  of  large  cents.  Included  was  a  Starred  Reverse,  offered  as 
Fine.  After  a  furious  floor  fight,  the  coin  was  knocked  down  for  $1600 
—  and  resold  for  a  profit  the  next  day! 

I  he  year  1795  is  responsible  for  two  unusual  cents.  One  is  the 
excessively  rare  Reeded  Edge  variety,  S-79.  This  coin  was  a  short-lived 
experiment  on  the  part  of  the  mint,  which  was  in  the  process  of 
changing  from  lettered-edge  to  plain-edge  planchets.  Six  specimens  are 
known,  of  which  one  is  a  brockage.  The  other  1795  celebrity  is  the 
famous  Jefferson  Head  cent.  The  Jeffersons  are  quite  distinctive  in 
appearance.  The  head  of  Liberty  is  different  from  that  on  any  other 
cent,  and,  with  the  aid  of  a  little  imagination,  the  profile  does  seem  to 
resemble  that  of  our  third  President  The  reverses  (there  are  two)  are 
also  unique,  with  three  loops  to  the  bow  and  large,  “lobster-claw” 
leaves.  One  variety  of  Jefferson  cent  comes  with  a  lettered  edge;  only 
two  of  these  are  known.  The  “commoner”  Jefferson,  S-80,  has  a  plain 
edge.  About  20  genuine  specimens  of  S-80  are  known,  along  with  an 
unknown  number  of  electrotypes. 

Like  the  Strawberry  Leaf  cents,  the  origin  of  the  Jeffersons  is 
uncertain.  Some  feel  they  are  contemporary  counterfeits,  as  the 
workmanship  is  inferior  to  that  of  mint  products.  Others  tend  toward 
the  view  that  they  are  indeed  mint  products,  though  almost  surely 
experimental  and  admittedly  crude.  The  prevailing  view,  however,  is 
that  the  Jefferson  cents  were  patterns  made  by  John  Harper,  a  private 
engraver,  in  an  attempt  to  secure  a  contract  from  the  mint  for  coining 
cents.  But  the  mint  remained  in  operation  and  Harper’s  dies  were 
confiscated,  leaving  behind  the  Jefferson  cents  as  a  source  of  study  and 
speculation  for  future  generations  of  numismatists. 

Moving  on  from  the  Liberty  Cap  cents,  we  next  encounter  the 
Draped  Busts.  1796  features  the  popular  LIHERTY  variety,  S-103  and 
S-l 04.  On  this  obverse  die,  the  B  of  LIBERTY  was  first  cut  backward 
and  then  corrected,  giving  the  letter  the  appearence  of  an  H.  The 
LIHERTT  variety  is  not  rare  as  cent  varieties  go  (perhaps  500  exist), 
but  its  popularity  usually  commands  a  good  price. 

The  mint  was  under  heavy  fire  from  Congress  in  1801,  a  fact 
reflected  in  the  cents  of  that  year.  No  fewer  than  four  different  dies 
have  the  fraction  as  1/000,  and  a  fifth  was  corrected  from  the  same 


error  by  having  a  1  punched  over  the  erroneous  first  zero.  One  of  these 
error  dies,  however,  stands  out  -  the  famous  1801  Three  Errors.  This 
reverse  die  contains  not  one  but  three  obvious  blunders:  the  fraction 


reads  1/000,  the  left  stem  is  missing,  and  UNITED  reads  as  UNITED,  as 
the  U  was  first  punched  upside-down.  That’s  quite  a  collection  for  one 
die!  The  1801  Three  Errors  is  a  popular,  well-known  variety,  but  how 
many  collectors  realize  that  both  1802  and  1803  feature  a  th  ree-error 
die.  1  he  die  is  listed  in  the  1972  Guide  Book  of  U.S.  Coins  only  as 
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“1802  stemless  wreath”  and  “1803  stemless  wreath,”  yet  it  does  in  fact 
contain  three  distinct  errors:  no  stems,  a  double  fraction  bar,  and  an 
extra  S  below  the  second  S  of  STATES.  This  die  is  far  commoner  than 
the  1801  Three  Errors;  perhaps  that  is  the  reason  for  its  comparative 
lack  of  notoriety. 

One  other  variety  of  1803  deserves  mention:  the  1803  large  date, 
small  fraction,  S-264.  This  coin,  listed  in  the  Guidebook ,  is  sought  after 
by  date-and-major-variety  collectors,  die  variety  collectors  both 
beginning  and  advanced  (most  variety  collectors  begin  with  the  years 
1802-1807),  and  die  break  enthusiasts  (the  reverse  die  fails 
spectacularly,  accounting  for  the  rarity  of  the  variety).  Yet  in  the  face 
of  this  widespread  demand,  fewer  than  30  specimens  of  S-264  are 
known.  No  other  large  cent  can  quite  generate  the  near-hysterical 
demand  that  exists  for  S-264;  one  well-known  dealer  holds  eighteen 
different  want  lists  for  the  coin! 

The  last  year  of  the  Draped  Busts,  1807,  is  known  for  the  comet 
variety.  Though  called  a  variety,  it  is  actually  a  die  state  of  S-271,  in 
which  linear  die  flaws  strongly  resembling  a  comet  trail  out  behind  the 
head  of  Liberty.  In  its  final  stages,  the  comet  is  really  quite  a  sight. 
Another  well-known  variety  of  the  year  is  the  1807/6  small  overdate, 
S-272.  This  variety  is  much  like  S-264;  it  is  very  rare  (about  25  are 
known)  and  very  much  in  demand. 

As  minting  equipment  and  techniques  improved,  egregious  errors  and 
experimental  varieties  became  far  less  frequent.  The  late  dates, 
therefore,  offer  somewhat  less  in  the  way  of  unusual  spectacles  than  do 
the  early  dates.  Nevertheless,  there  are  a  number  of  fascinating  late  date 
varieties.  Let’s  look  at  some  of  them. 


One  weirdo  is  1817,  Newcomb  16  (Newcomb  begins  each  year  with 
number  one;  the  Sheldon  numbers  run  consecutively).  This  is  the  only 
large  cent  with  fifteen  stars  on  the  obverse  instead  of  the  usual  thirteen. 
The  reason?  No  one  knows  —  our  best  guess  is  simply  that  a  capricious 
engraver  made  it  on  a  shim.  It  is  a  common  coin  in  circulated  condition; 
an  extremely  rare  coin  near  mint  state. 

What  is  the  rarest  major  variety  in  the  entire  late  date  series?  Most 
would  say  the  1839/6,  but  the  real  answer  is  the  1830  small  letters,  N6. 
There  are  probably  fewer  than  100  specimens  of  1830  N6  extant, 
nearly  all  poorly  struck  and  most  of  them  low-grade.  Even  a  VF  is  very 
hard  to  find,  and  none  at  all  are  known  in  mint  state. 

The  most  expensive  late  date  cent  is  the  famous  and  much-disputed 
overdate,  1839/36,  Nl.  In  his  description  of  this  coin,  Newcomb  states: 


This  variety  has  long  been  called  the  over  date,  resembling  a  figure  9 
engraved  over  a  6.  This  is  an  error  as  a  die  crack  connects  the  loop  with 
ball.  But  it  is  Newcomb  who  is  in  error,  and  the  proof  is  simple.  In 
1837,  a  change  was  made  from  plain  to  beaded  hair  cords,  and  the 
beaded  cords  remained  in  use  thereafter.  Yet  the  1839  Nl  has  plain  hair 
cords!  The  only  explanation  is  the  one  that  fits  -  the  die  was  originally 
made  in  1836,  and  the  alleged  overdate  is  exactly  that. 

The  1839/36,  with  a  population  of  perhaps  150,  is  nearly  as  rare  as 
the  1830  small  letters.  Its  (the  1839/36)  scarcity  is  well  accounted  for 
y  a  ramatic  die  failure.  In  its  final  stage,  the  obverse  die  is  cracked 
trom  rim  to  rim  in  a  nearly  straight  line  through  the  nose,  eye,  and  ear. 

Examples  with  the  crack  fully  developed  are  quite  rare,  and  highly 
prized.  ’ 

1844  N2  is  better  known  as  1844/81,  but  this  is  really  only  half  the 
story.  In  actuality,  the  entire  date  was  first  punched  in  upside-down, 

US1??,,a  f°Ur‘d!glt  j0g0type.  The  erroneous  digits  were  then  only 
partially  effaced,  and  the  date  punched  in  properly  over  their  remains. 
*  SU"ilarrreLrror  occurred  seven  years  later,  but  this  time  involving  only 
the  18  The  result  was  the  1851/81,  N3.  Neither  of  these  errors  is 
particularly  rare;  of  the  two,  the  1844/81  is  somewhat  harder  to  fine 
especially  in  top  condition. 


Our  final  example  of  unusual  large  cents  looks  anything  but  The 
design  is  unchanged  from  the  previous  year  of  issue.  Both  dies  are  free 
from  error,  as  is  the  plain  edge.  The  planchets  are  perfect  in  size, 
weight,  and  composition,  and  the  striking  is  superb.  What’s  the  catch? 
Simply  this:  the  coinage  of  large  cents  was  discontinued  by  an  act  of 
Congress  in  1857,  and  the  date  on  this  coin  is  1868!  Its  existence  is  the 
final  enigma  in  the  large  cent  series.  Although  an  argument  has  been 
made  for  a  pattern  issue,  the  best  guess  is  that  like  the  1913  Liberty 
head  nickel  and  the  1885  trade  dollar,  the  1868  large  cent  was  struck 
unofficially,  and  for  the  sole  purpose  of  providing  a  rare  coin  for 
collectors. 

There  are  many  other  interesting  varieties  to  be  found  among  the 
large  cent.  You  can  read  about  them,  of  course,  but  why  not  learn  by 
doing?  A  very  modest  expenditure  can  start  a  collection  of  large  cents, 
and  introduce  you  first  hand  to  this  most  fascinating  series  of  U.S. 
coins.  There  is  even  a  national  club  devoted  to  the  study  and  collecting 
of  the  big  pennies:  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club,  or  EAC.  The  club 
publishes  a  bimonthly  newsletter,  Penny-  Wise,  that  is  packed  solid  with 
information  about  the  big  cents  and  the  people  who  collect  them. 
Membership  in  EAC  is  open  to  anyone  with  an  interest  in  large  cents.  If 
you’d  like  more  information,  you  can  write  to  the  editor-in-chief  of 
Penny-Wise ,  Dr.  Warren  A.  Lapp,  480  Herkimer  Street,  Brooklyn,  N.Y. 
11213.  But  I  give  you  fair  warning:  large  cents  are  addictive.  Once  the 
bug  bites,  it  rarely  lets  go,  and  you  may  well  find  yourself  a  big  penny 
buff  for  life.  But  I  wouldn’t  worry  about  it  —  you’ll  have  a  lot  of 
company,  and  it  surely  is  a  fun  way  to  go!
